Supervisor Committee Meets In Hunters Point-Ruyview 


On Monday, the 25th of April, 
at the Bayview Neighborhood 
Community Center, the Social 
Services Committee of the San 
Francisco Board of Supervisors 
held what might be termed as 
a ‘precedent meeting’. Not for 
almost half a century has the 
Board of Supervisors ever held, 
from what we can find, any such 
type of official meeting outside 
of City Hall. 

The reactions of the com- 
munity have been overwhelming 
for such a meeting. And, just 
before the close of public testi- 
mony the Committee Chairman 
indicated the possibility of more 
such meetings. Mr. McCarthy 
explained that the Committee 
wanted to follow up on hear- 
ings in the area with especially 


’ two agencies that were notheard 


from at the meeting, the School 
District and Park and Recre- 
ation. 

Mr. John Dukes made it clear 
that the people asked the com- 
mittee to come out into the 
Hunters Point-Bayview area. 
Mr. Dukes is chairman of the 
Anti-Poverty Area Planning 
Board, which takes responsibil- 
ity for the meeting.

Airport In 
utchertown 


The company that is presently 
operating a dump in the Islias 
Creek-India Basin area, the 
Theo  Boblett Development 
Corp of 275-8th Street, San 
Francisco, has extensive plans 
for the developement of the 140 
acres of land in Butcher Town 
for a general airport. Such an 
airport would be used for both 
private and also extensive bus- 
iness planes, all unscheduled 
flights. The projected traffic 
would amount to one flight every 
two minutes, or about 5000 
per month, according to Mr. 
Doolin of the Boblett company. 
All flights are expected to be 
visual flights, that is non-in- 
strument, but instrument flights 
are ‘possibly’? projected for 
the future if traffic warrents 
expansion, The flight patterns 
for take-off and landing have 


was the proposed resolution 
authored by Supervisor Mos- 
cone and Francois, which de- 
clared certain definite policy 
affecting Hunters Point War 
Housing Projects and the devel- 
opment of a Master Plan for 
the improvement of the Hunters 
Point area. 

Over 35 persons spoke, 24 
of whom were residents of the 
area. Supervisor Francois and 
Moscone gave the merits of 
their resolution, both stressing 
the need for community-area 
participation at the planning 
level and the ‘‘maximizing of 
all possible racial and economic 
integration’. 

Assemblyman Burton offered 
his Assembly Housing sub- 
committee staff to work with 
the community. Doris Thomas, 
speaking for Congressman Phil 
Burton endorsed the resolution 
and stressed the need of wide 
spread citizen participation. As 
a matter of fact, every agency 
spokesman and other important 
personage who spoke gave his 
or her endorsement for the 
resolution and pledged their 
organization’s cooperation with 
the communiity in developing a 
master plan for the redevelop- 


been slightly altered from the 
ones which were earlier re- 
jected because they extended 
over Potrero Hill. In the new 
plan the take-off is to the north

Some speakers, though, were 
critical especially of the Re- 
development agency. Dr. Good- 
lett stressed the importance of 
minority representation on the 
board of Redevelopment. 


The most important testi- 
mony came from the many 
members of the community. 
As Mrs. Julia Commer put it, 
‘we need more meetings out 
here of this nature!’’ And, such 
was the unanimous desire of 
other residents who spoke in 
appreciation of the Committee 
and of the Supervisors for 
bringing the meeting into the’ 
community. Another point was 
that the residents intend on 
staying in the community and 
have no plans to be moved or 
be “put into another ghetto 
somewhere else.” Mr. Percy 
Pickney, an organizer and 
street worker for Youth for 
Service went so far as to warn 
that no matter how good a res- 
olution is adopted, ‘‘if there is 
a new ghetto we’ll pack up our 
mattresses and go sleep in 
City Hall.’’

300 planes will be based at the 
airport, 

The Federal Aviation Author- 
ity held a public hearing last 
Monday the 25th of April at 
which time the general proposal 
was brought up. At this hearing 
the FAA heard from various 
groups interested in the safety 
and community feasibility of an 
airport. The State Aeronautics 
Board gave their endorsement 
along with the San Francisco 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, 
But objections came from 
several representatives of the 
Bayview-Hunters Point area 
and the U.S, Navy. The Alameda 
Naval Air Station objected be- 
cause their high speed jets on 
takeoff and landing wouldn’t be 
able to see unscheduled civilian 
flights which are also within 
their general flight pattern, The 


Otis, representing the Bayview 
Community Center and other 
area youth projects, gave the 
most conclusive and possibly 
the most important statement. 
He pointed out the immediate 
need for action, to cease talk- 
ing about the problems and ‘‘do 
something!’ 


Other pertinent problems 
aired by witnesses were lack 
of cooperation from the two 
major agencies in the City not 
present, the School District and 
Park and Recreation; discrim- 
inatory policies of a majority 
of unions; and the absence of 
Supervisor Casey, a member 
of the Social Services Com- 
mittee. 


Although everyone seems to 
think the resolution which will 
hope to bring grass roots com- 
munity involvement into the 
planning and development of 
Hunters Point, not the same 
positive news comes concern- 
ing future meetings on an of- 
ficial basis with the Supervisors 
in the area. 


Supervisor Tamaras, Board 
President, intends to introduce 
a resolution that would restrict 


Potrero Hill Residents and 
Homeowners Council which has 
long opposed any such facility 
was also in attendence. 

Other official San Francisco 
agencies were in attendence but 
made no definite statement con- 
cerning the airport plans, City 
Planning for one is still in study 
of the matter and claims they 
cannot make a statement until 
the matter is brought before 
their board for approval. 

Mr. Douglas Meyer of theS.F. 
Redevelopement agency says 
that they have no plans that are 
consistant with such anairport, 

The Theo Boblett Corp, ad- 
mitted that none of their plans 
were worked out with either city 
or community groups, nor do 
they intend in the future to co- 
operate on any master plan for 
the area with Redevelopement 


all future such meetings to City 
Hall again. His motive, he 
states, is based on the possibil- 
ity that such as the recent 
precedent meeting will open up 
the future necessity for meet- 
ings in other areas of the City. 
Supervisor Francois also 
agrees that all such meetings 
should only be held, as they have 
in the past, in City Hall, and 
“not in the best interest’’ to 
do otherwise for official meet- 
ings. Both gentlemen feel that 
Board members can go out to 
meet in an unofficial capacity, 
though. 


Mr. Francois further com- 
municated his anxiety in that 
such meetings held in some 
neighborhoods might tend to 
work as an undue influence on 
the Supervisors and not to the 
best advantage of the entire 
city. He also felt that the Hunt- 
ers Point- Bayview residents 
are not as in favor of such 
meetings of the Board out in 
the community as has been 
already indicated. He questions 
as to whether they are informed 
on all the disadvantages of such 
meetings and that the consensus 
of local opinion is not accurate.

Harold Brooks, Community 
Organizer stated that plans will 
soon: be under way to alert 
the city and local citizens con- 
cerning this proposal whichhas 
gained overnight a great deal 
of local opposition, because 
of the noise, hazards and being 
snubbed concerning an overall 
plan for an airport in the com- 
munity, Plans are also being 
made through the Anti-Poverty 
office to circulate petitions on 
this issue,

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Ridge Point Church Hosts

While many Southern Cali- 
fornia tean-agers were hitting 
the beaches over the Easter 
holidays, 25 Senior High young 
people of the First Baptist 
Church in West Covina, Calif, 
decided to ‘do something con- 
structive’ with their time. They 
offered their services for a 
work project at Ridge Point 
Church, 181 Hilltop Rd., to the 
Hunters Point-Bayview Minis- 
try. 

The youths arrived in a 50 
passenger bus, and stayed over- 
night at the Methodist Church 
on Market St. stretching their 
sleeping bags on the basement 
floor for four nights. Their 
congregation and parents had 
donated the food that the young 
people cooked themselves. 

The first day of the visit 
was Sunday, and the teenagers 
came to Ridge Point Church for 
worship. They heard and met the 
fast growing young peoples 
choir which developed from the 
Hunters Point youth’s desire to 
‘do something constructive.’ 
Both groups of young people 
discovered that their feelings 
about contributing to the com- 
munity and what was fun to do 
were pretty much the same.

The work project itself was 
digging a drainage ditch agound 
the Church to-prevent Winter 
rains from seeping ins The 
Housing Authority lent innum- 
erable picks, shovels and wheel- 
barrows for the venture. And 
you know what happens when 
a little activity starts some- 
where! Before long the Hunter’s 


Point teens, the Camp Fire 
Girls, the Cub Scouts andevery- 
one else in the ‘Come on In’ 
Program was there too. It didn’t 
take long before music started 

. .and among the picks and 
shovels there began an exchange 
of local dance steps. This con- 
tinued for three days! 

Putting the bus at the Church’s 
disposal, it was now the Hun- 
ters Point youths who hosted 
the visitors. With packed lunch- 
es the two groups of teen-agers 
and 30 children from 7 yrs 
to 12 yrs squeezed into the bus.. 
singing and joking their way 
through a tour of Golden Gate 
Park and lunch by the Lakes. 


A trip to the Zoo ended the 
day, and a very happy one for 
all. 

The last day of the visit 
the teenagers joined the ‘Come 
On In’ program participating 
in art projects and again, shar - 
ing dances. 

One of the best things that 
grew out of the project is 
active letter exchange between 
the two groups. Thishas proven 
to be so much fun that the 
youngsters here are now ex- 
ploring other areas in the coun- 
try to exchange letters... 
share art work. . .and get to 
know other people in a person- 
to person way.

Two hundred twenty nine (229) 
adults have attended these 
classes at least one night since 
the first night of February 28, 
1966. Many have attended all 
four nights each week and have 
received Perfect Attendance 
Awards, 

However, the dropout rate is 
over 50%, This means that not 
much more than one hundred 
adults attend classes each week 
and not more than sixty-five on 
any night. Thursday nights is 
a particularly poor night be- 
cause less than forty (40) 
adults attend the classes, 

It was thought that the inter- 
est for Adult Education in this 
community was higher than it 
appears to be at the present 
time, 

If the attendance doesn’t im- 
prove greatly between now and 
June it will probably mean that 
there will be no Adult Educa- 
tion in this community here- 
after. 

If more adults don’t attend 
classes next week three (3) 
courses will be dropped be- 
cause of too few adults in the 
classes, These are: Public 
Speaking on Monday night, Basic 
Skills for Employment Pre- 
paration on Wednesday night and 
Reading and Language on 
Thursday night. 

It is not too late to show the 
Board of Education that the 
people of the Bayview-Hunters 
Point Community will support 
Adult Education,

Dispute over Choice of 


Physicians 


The following article repre- 
sents excerpts from the review 
of a contract with the Univer- 
sity of California Medical Cen- 
ter to permit qualified physi- 
cians, whether or not members 
of the University of California 
Medical staff, to practice atthe 
San Francisco General Hospital 
shall become in part, a com- 
munity hospital for the resi- 
dents of San Francisco. 

Section 14000.2 of the Wel- 
fare and Institution code, added 
by Chapter 1784 of the 1965 
Second Extraordinary Session 
of the State Legislature, states 
in part that ‘“‘the Board of Su- 
pervisors of each county may 
prescribe rules which authorize 
the county hospital to integrate 
its services with those of other 
hospitals into a system ofcom- 
munity service which offers 
free choice of hospitals to those 
requiring hospital care. The in- 
tent of this section is to eli- 
minate discrimination or seg- 
regation based on economic dis- 
ability so.that the county hos- 
pitals in the community share 
in providing services to paying 
patients and to those who qualify 
for care in public medical care 
programs. In prescribing rules 
under which the county hospital 
may provide community hos- 
pital services described in this 
section, the Board of Super- 
visors shall provide a basis 
under which patients may be 
attended by their own personal 
physicians who are profession- 
ally qualified for staff member - 
ship in the county hospital. 

Presently, patients attending 
San Francisco General are not 
allowed to have their private 
physicians, Due to the fact that 
there is no community hospital 
in the southeast part of San 
Francisco, the San Francisco 
General Hospital is geographic- 
ally the closest hospital to the 
large number of low income 
families and medically indigent 
persons in the Hunters Point 
and Sunnydale areas who are 
eligible for private care under 
the Casey bill or State Medi- 
care Bill. There are many per- 
sons economically well off who 
would not object to cooperating 
as a patient with a teaching 
program inareputable hospital. 
Mt. Zion Hospital of San Fran- 
cisco is a classic example. The 
choice of becoming a basis for 
should be left entirely to the 
patient, and not to the medical 
profession. According to the 
Casey bill, medically indigent 
patients are brought into the 
main stream of American medi- 
cal care. The Casey bill also 
allows the medically indigent 
person to choose his own physi- 
cian, Under the present contract 
between the city of San Fran- 
cisco and the University of Cali- 
fornia Medical Center, you can 
only be attended in San Fran- 
cisco Hospital by a physician 
on the staff of University of 
California. As a result, youare 
not allowed, as provided for 
under the bill, a free choice of 
physician, A general practioner 


at General 


can not serve on the staff of 
University of California. The 
private physicians for many if 
not most minority, low-income 
people, are not presently onthe 
staff of the University of Cali 
fornia. 

At a recent medical society 
meeting, the director of the De- 
partment of Public Health stated 
‘that at least 20 per cent ofthe 
patients now being seen at the 
San Francisco General Hospital 
will be eligible for private care 
under the Casey Bill. 

The present contract between 
the University of California 
Medical Center and the city and 
county of San Francisco gives 
exclusive control of appoint- 
ment of the medical staff serv- 
ing the San Francisco General 
Hospital to the University of 
California Medical Center and 
thus precludes from serving on 
the medical staff all physi- 
cians who arenot on the Univer- 
sity of California Medical staff. 

Unless the present contract 
with the University of California 
Medical Center is amended, 
minority persons who are resi- 
dents of San Francisco will be 
denied free choice of physicians 
in the San Francisco General 
Hospital as provided by the 
Casey Bill if minority profes- 
sional persons are restricted 
in number from serving on the 
University of California Medi- 
cal Center staff.

Federal Help 


: Expected For 


Hunters Point 


It was recently learned that 
the Federal Government is ex- 
pected to announce very shortly 
that it stands ready to help 
finance the redevelopment of 
Hunters Point. 

With the government finan- 
cial aid, this will do away with 
the old war housing barracks 
that the Hunters Point resi- 
dents are living in now. Most 
of the residents living in Hun- 
ters Point are unable to afford 
homes or pay the high rent for 
newer and modern apartments, 

The decision to subsidize 
Hunters Point renewal marks a 
dramatic reversal of a prev- 
ious Federal stand that the area 
was not eligible for redevelop- 
ment grants. 

Previously, Robert C, 
Weaver, Secretary of Housing 
and Redevelopment under John- 
son’s Administration rejected 
the proposal but he has ap- 
parently changed his mind. 

Before being appointed to his 
new position, Weaver based his 
reasoning on the fact that in 
1953 the housing barracks and 
the 117 acres of land on which 
they stand was purchased by 
San Francisco ata bargain price 
of $467,000. He reasoned that, 
for the. government to grant 
renewal funds for Hunters Point 
would result in double subsidy. 
At the price of the barracks 
and land purchased by San Fran- 
cisco, Weaver and his advisors 
felt that San Francisco was not 
entitled to any further help for 
the area. 

The expected reversal of this 
policy, now awaiting Weaver’s 
signature, has not come without 
pressure. 

Mayor Shelley, local re- 
development and public housing 
officials, and Congressman 
Phillip Burton and Senator 
Thomas Kuchel have long ham- 
mered away at the ruling. Last 
year, Burton and Kuchel tried to 
include into the 1965 Housing 
Act a measure aimed at win- 
ning congressional approval for 
Hunters Point renewal funds. 
When this move failed, Burton 
introduced a separate bill in an 
effort to get Hunters Point de- 
clared as an official redevelop- 
ment area, 

Success of this bill, still pend- 
ing before a House Subcom- 
mittee, became doubtful when 
Weaver’s department recom- 
mended against its passage. As 
a result, the San Francisco of- 
ficials decided on another 
course of action. They compiled 
a list of housing projects that 
had been torn down throughout 
the country and replaced with 
new housing, with government 
funds, and decided that to deny 
San Francisco of the same bene- 
fit, would be discriminating 
against the city.

Brown responded by saying, 
‘‘To bring Alinsky in this com- 
munity to organize would be 
foolish’’, 

He stated that the poeple in- 
volved should be the only per- 
sons running the program along 
with necessary technical as- 
sistance. 

Brown is against spending 
money to bring in Alinsky. He 
said, ‘‘We don’t need a Messiah

selves’’, he said, 

Another community worker 
‘pointed out that Alinsky couldn’t 
tell any more than they already 
know about community or- 
ganization, Mrs. Washington 
then raised the question of the 
number of indigenous workers 
in the Alinsky program, 

Brooks then pointed out that 
San Francisco is the only area 
in the country where there is 
actual maximum feasible par- 
ticipation, and that Alinsk: was 
certainly not needed under these 
circumstances,

Signing up for post office jobs in Anti-Poverty Office, 
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SPEAKING OU 


For decades, the government 
has spent millions of dollars 
for what one may consider ‘‘to 
cure the ills and discontent 
of the American Negro.” But 
from time to time it is ob- 
viously seen that this effort 
has in many cases been in vain. 
In city after city, these ‘‘ac- 
tion plans’? bog down in con- 
fusion and disappointment; and 
at the same time the ghetto 
spirit of revolt continues to 
grow. White America watches 
in bafflement and asks with 
horror; what do these people 
want? Don’t they realize how 
much we’re doing for them? 
The truth is that the white 
man’s programs to help the 
ghetto cannot succeed as ex- 
pected. The legions of white 
law makers, administrators and 
social workers who devise and 
run these programs may have 
the best of intentions, but they 
make a momentous mistake. 
They assume that white ameri- 
ca’s middle-class standards of 
sexual morality, parental be- 
havior, social propriety and 
economic success are uni- 
versal. The factis that the many 
Negro slum dwellers know little 
and care less about middle- 
class morality. These people 
have had less direct, personal 
contact with white life than any 
other generation in the Ameri- 
can Negro History. During sla- 
very, blacks and whites lived 
side by side in a larval stage 
of integration, but in urban 
areas today, the whites have 
escaped to the monochromatic 
(one color) beauty of the su- 
burbs. Walk with a Negro Youth 
in his ghetto environment and if 
you know where to look, you’ll 
quickly get a taste of the com- 
ponents of his life. 

White America says: ‘‘let us 
solve the ghetto problems-the 
illegitimacy, thedelinquincy, 
the crime. To accomplish this, 
we will remove legal obstacles 
to assimilation, grant adequate 
relief and welfare payments, 
provide good education and de- 
cent housing.’’ Unfortunately , 
all the gold in whitey’s world 
will produce little more than a 
childish intellectual exercise 
until ghetto life is understood, 
Still baffled by Los Angeles’ 
Watts riots that killed 34, in- 
jured more than 1,000 and caus- 
ed $40 million in property dam - 
age last August, whites search 
unsuccessfully through their 
libraries of cliches for an ex- 
planation. Police brutality, 
white absentee ownership of 
more than 70 percent of the 
dwellings and rejection by Cali- 
fornia voters in 1964 of a fair 
housing law all contributed to 
the explosion, but it was more 
complex than the editorial wri- 
ters think. 

None of these factors-pre- 
judice, housing, policemen- 
really explain Watts because 
they do not take into account 
one of the most important fac- 
tors in ghetto life. In essence, 
the Watts riot was a revolt of 
the young Negro ghetto males 
who were attempting to display 
a sense of manhood that had been 
denied them by both the whites 
and Negro Women. To a white, 
that may sound like vague so- 
ciology, but in the ghetto itis 
real life. Some historians have 


noted that the American Negro 
subculture has been matriar- 
chal for generations. The male 
slave had no role as husband 
or father; slave law did not 
recognize matrimony and in- 
sisted that fathers of slaves 
were ‘‘unknown’’, After the 
Civil War the male took to the 
road. Not even the Emancipa- 
tion Proclaimation could lift 
from him the background that 
had made him promiscuous and 
irresponsible. 

It has always been easier for 
Negro Women to find employ- 
ment than for Negro Men. To- 
day, 56 percent of Negro Wo- 
men aged 25 to 64 have paying 
jobs; for white women the per- 
centage is 42 percent. Negro 
Women consider themselves 
worthwhile persons, but they 
see their men in the images 
of their fathers and brothers 
who constantly shifted from one 
menial task to another and 
mostly sat around the kitchen 
drinking beer. It isthe daughter 
rather than the son whom the 
Negro mother brings up tohope 
for a better life. 

Time after time the white man 
tries to solve specific ‘‘pro- 
blems” of the ghetto and 
achieves only small victories. 
He spends millions to build 
low-income housing projects, 
destroy the fighting gangs, and 
finance. make-work jobs; but 
none of this seems to. be very 


effective. 
What the ghetto needs imme- 


diately is a disproportionate 
share of all city services. The 
ghetto needs the best in schools, 
in police protection, in public 
utilities, in welfare services, in 
testing and job training, Ghetto 
males must be given experience 
in decision making, which 
means White America must 
permit, even assist them to de- 
velop organizations competent 
to exert political influence in 
their own self-interest. Itis a 
large, order, but the ills of the 
ghetto cannot be cured with as- 
pirin.

As reported in an earlier issue of the Spokesman, efforts 
were being made through the local Anti-Poverty office to seek 
out realtors who would cooperate in seeking low income 
rentals for the large potential of displaced persons in the 
Hunters Point Projects that are slowly being torn down, But 
to date only the most negative of possible reactions has been 
heard from the realtors in San Francisco, With extremely 
few exceptions their only concern in such matters is the old 
selfish profit motive, They just could not care less if these 
poor human beings ever find rentals, because they are only 
interested in selling for a profit and not renting for the small 
fees rentals bring. This is evidence of the community awareness 
and conscience which was demonstrated by the California 
Realtors Association’s earlier support of the Apartheid (segre- 
gating) Law known as. Proposition 14, Just before the passage 
of Prop. 14 these same realtors promised that they would 
work with local communities to cure these and other housing 
problems, But since then they have demonstrated an increased

Housing Authority of San Francisco Chief Cahill was given 
a good lesson in commnunication and community relations 
which many persons hope will produce some results. Cahill 
was verbally spanked by Commission members who objected 
to the use of Negro or white descriptions when giving reports 
involving suspects in crimes, One would think the Chief had 
learned something from the excellent record and performance 
of his department’s Community Relations Units, . Supervisor 
Casey has a very short memory concerning his own campaign 
promises to serve all the people, even the citizens of the 
Hunters Point-Bayview area, His recent boycott of a Social 
Services Committee meeting at the Bayview Nieghborhood 
Community Center was anything but good news to those in 
this area who voted for him, Its too bad that the only time the 
residents here will get to see him again is during the next 
time he is up for election, .. ; 

. » Recently the Social Security Administration has been 
exercising a practice that is atypical of so many cold and 
professional acting ‘do gooders’. As a majority of the elderly 
are aware, Eldercare, the medicare for the aged program is 
administered by Social Security. Lately it has come to our 
attention that persons who could prove they where in school 
before 1900 or married over 70 years ago and so on, were 
inhumanly turned away as recipients for this program. Why?, 
because they did not fulfill the arbitrary methods the Adminis- 
tration uses to accept or believe the age of an elderly applicant. 
These applicants must be over 65 years in most common 
cases, but in essence if they do not prove their age using one 
particular means of identity then they are by all logic lying

Since the recent announce- 
ments in the daily newspapers 
there has been some confusion 
in San Francisco as to the role 
or possible role of Saul.

The Rev. Dave Knott repre- 
senting the Presbyterian Urban 
Department of that church in 
San Francisco had the following 
comment, First it ‘*wasn’t fore- 
seen that any program would 
come to San Francisco due to 
the very nature of the present 
Poverty program in San Fran- 
cisco.’’

‘¢ Alinsky does not plan nor are 
there plans that he should come 
to San Francisco. 

‘¢The only intention,’’ he went 
on, ‘‘was to establish a fund 
to be used for Oakland, and if 
ang when the poor in Oakland 
through a democratic petition 
and democratic vote did want to 
have Mr. Alinsky to organize 
then would he come, and only 
then.”” He reitterated that Saul 
Alinsky at this time has no 
plans whatsoever and will do 
nothing in even Oakland until 
he is asked by the people he 
would intend to organize and 
serve. 

‘eThere is no idea yet since 
only after the preliminary plans 
are made will there be any go- 
ahead,’’ he states, and ‘‘no idea 
to take away the base of the 
present community leadership 
at the grass roots level but 
rather the thought is to build it

Alinsky considers the con- 
cepts of the IAF are ‘rooted 
in the democratic faith. The IAF 
addresses itself,’’ he went on, 
“‘to organizing the unorganized, 
the powerless and propertyless 
so that they can possess both 
the opportunity and the power 
to act on all affairs involving 
their welfare, believing that 
only through such orga.ization 
will we have the circumstances 
whereby a people can designate 


- their legitimate and bonafide 


representatives who can par- 
ticipate in the decision-making 
areas of the city as well as 
the national scene.’’ 

He further establishes some 
of the ethics under which his 
organization work: ‘‘The IAF 
believes firmly in the dignity 
of the individual and because of 
this belief it would never im- 
pose its services upon any 
people, nor would it operate 
on the basis of a colonial, ben- 
evolent paternalism which isso 
characteristic of the welfare 
industry of the nation. The IAF 
only enters a community upon 
an invitation issued by a broad, 
truly representative group of 
the area. This is a basic re- 
quirement.”’ 

In summation, the purpose of 
any Alinsky method of organiza- 
tion is to gain and keep power, 
that is, the ability to act. To 
build a strong and powerful 
organization so that the people 
will be able to call all the 
shots and as many as those pow- 
er structures now in operation 
over the people. The theme then 
is to combine all those groups 
with the same self-interest into 


‘one single organization which 


will be built to speak, defend 
and act equally with the present 
power structures now in con- 
trol of blighted urban areas. 
Therefore Alinsky organizes to 
have not only power but repre- 
sentation. And such criteriaare 
a necessary requirement if the 
ghetto is going to gain the 
‘freedom’ it has been fighting 
so long to acquire. 

One primary advantage in 
the employment of a profes- 
sional radical organizer is that 
he can become the scapegoat 
for the hostility that often other- 
wise will divide groups, especi- 
ally new groups trying to organ- 
ize. Alinsky feels that another 
and further advantage here is 
that the professional organizer 
is trained to take the criticism, 
harassment and the like, where- 
as a young organization is pro- 
tected from this and better able 
to go on about its business and 
keep its stability. 

An IAF organizer normally 
resides in a community for 
about three years. In this period 
he hires local staff and trains

for Service expect to remain. 
Also remaining for the time 
being are such programs as 
the Langly Porter clinic and 
consultant service, members of 
the central staff of the Em- 
ployment Service, the U.C. 
project of Prof. Loman, andthe 
OJT program with some pos- 
sible expansion. Other pro- 
grams are still being worked 
on and some do expect to be 
funded under the Anti-Poverty 
program. 

Mr. Ho has been with the 
department for six years, and 
with the YOC for the past three 
years as a supervisor on the 
Hill. Before that he started 
working for the department in 
San Mateo, then came to the 
San Francisco office. Wil is 
a UC graduate with an AB in 
Psychology. An Army veteran, 
he served during the Korean 
War. He was born in Canton, 
China, raised in San Francisco 
and attended local schools here 
in the City. 

As tothe future, Mr. Ho states 
that he would like to move 
off of the Hunters Point hill 
because the services of the 
YOC are being expanded to in- 
clude the Sunnydale area and 
possibly they could go some- 
where on Third Street. Since, 
he believes, that sucha location 
would be more accessable to 
more applicants. He also would 
like to see the YOC open some

nights. 

Speaking as an individual ob- 
server, Mr. Ho had many in- 
‘teresting comments to make 
concerning job training andem- 
ployment problems of minor- 
ities. Present training pro- 
grams, he feels, fill only limited 
needs. and demands. The 
clerical training jobs do satisfy 
San Francisco business com- 
munity needs, but leave much 
to be desired. For instance, 
young men need and want ‘‘a 
man’s job’?. The young men in 
our community are being psy- 
chologically emasculated be- 
cause they cannot get the train- 
ing in jobs men normally do 
and also because they come 
from homes with female domin- 
ation. Therefore these young 
men don’t need or just can’t 
use the training which the YOC 
now is engaged in. Nor is the 
MDTA program quite set up to 
do the job training necessary 
to solve their problems. And, 
if that is not enough, Ho points 
out that the so-called appren- 
ticeship standards are also a 
stumbling block to the youth 


ems 


seeking training and job ex- 
perience. 

Ho goes on to say that or- 
ganized labor gives one reason 
for their lack of approval for 
such MDTA courses as being 
“«worried’’ about the possibility 
of over-training the labor po- 
tential and the resultant flood- 
ing of such a labor market. 
But Ho sees this as what might 
better be termed as a half- 
truth. He points to the open- 
ings in the BARDT and Southern 
Bridge crossing projects plus 
the other rising labor needs 
for the entire Bay area which 
show an increased need for 


| more job training. 


Therefore there is a need 
to meet the needs of training 
in more areas and fields of 
employment. He points to the 
fact that since the Civil Rights 
movement, and only since then, 
most employers claim they ex- 
ercise an equal hiring policy 
in job employment. But, of 
course, then they add the 
clause ‘‘if applicants are quali- 
fied’’. But such statements do 
not help the youth, nor do they 
believe the employers. The use 
of testing and other subtle 
means are a great factor in 
keeping minority, especially 
Negro youth, out of jobs. These 
tests, whether intended to or 
not, are ‘‘culturally bias’’. 

A high school diploma now 
means little or nothing, especi- 
ally those from the San Fran- 
cisco School District. Tests to- 
day, Ho claims, show that some 
grads receive extremely low 
scores equivalent to Junior High 
School performances. 

Ho believes that there is 
then a need for employers to 
show good faith by hiring people 
without all the qualifications 
that they now demand. Such per- 
sons that have been referred 
by agreement with employers 
have proven their worth where 
the so-called tests and ‘‘qual- 
ification standards’’ had done 
more to retain a climate of job 
segregation rather than de- 
ciding true qualifications of an 
applicant.

Assemblyman Willie Brown 
was the guest speaker of the 
evening. His speech was cen- 
tered around how problems in 
education, housing and employ- 
ment could be solved through 
political action. 

He started by saying, ‘‘Just 
because you elect representa- 
tives to the legislative doesn’t 
mean that you are going to 
resolve your problems.’ He 


said it was difficult to resolve 
problems through legislation. 
Community problems should be 
attacked through community 
action, and this is the most 
effective means, 

Brown stated that we should 
not concentrate on electing any 
one individual but a combination 
of individuals that represent 
the people. i 

Elected representatives 
should be prepared to go before 
the establishment in repre- 
sentation of the people. 

After several questions from 
the floor the meeting adjourned. 


M.L.King Calls 
For Support 


Martin Luther King, Jr., in 
a recent statement to members 
of the Southern Christian Lead- 
ership Conference stressed the 
need for further support. 
“Though the ‘weight of cen- 
turies’ was lifted slightly this 
year,” King stated, ‘‘when 81 
Negroes were entered as can- 
didates for office in the blood- 
stained state of Alabama. 
«This achievement crowned 
years of patient, dedicated work 
by our organization, SCLC, in 
developing registration despite 
towering opposition. As the 
smoke of battle receded from 
Montgomery, Birmingham and 
Selma the unspectacular work 
of ordinary Negroes continued 
through long days, weeks and 
years. Self-help projects of po- 
litical education were developed 
to arm the Negro with the bal- 
lot. As hundreds of thousands 
were transformed into citizens 
they took a longer step forward 
and offered their own candi- 
dates for the first time in 
nearly one hundred years.” 
But he also pointed out, ‘‘this 
proud moment was not enough. 
The fight...costs money far 
beyond the resources of Black 
Belt Negroes, America’s poor- 
est of the poor. Earnings of 
$10.00 per week are not un- 
common in these rural south- 


ern communities.”’ 

King concluded that any con- 
tribution ‘‘will help make Am- 
erica freer and finer for Negro 
and white.’”?
